No- 
thing is ditficult but the terme of effetiuall working,whereby we 
doe not underſtand onely ina generall ſence, that ſome cf or 
other follows upon Gods work : nor yet that regeneration fol- 
lows after Gods worke oftentimes, for ſoit may though it be 
not an effe& of it. Neither do we intend, that God ſotakes 
advantage of the time, place, afteCtion, and diſpoſition of a man, 
that he offers grace to him in ſucha point of time, as he knowes 
that mans will is inclined to receive it, for this were to _ | 
men 


——— — 
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mend Cods wiſcome in regenerating of us, but to deny any 
worke of his power init, and to make regeneration not Gods 
worke,but the worke of mans will. Our meaning plainely is, 
that in the worke ot regeneration, God works fo powertully 
upon mans willthat regeneration infallably followes,as aneftect 
of it, and that this kind of working powertully isonely found in 
{ſuch as are elected before, and all in whom God works thus, are 
by that powerfull work of his regenerated. So that the cauſe of 
their regeneration is not any way their own will, but Gods 
powerfull working in them by his ſpirit. Neither doth God 
work thus in any other, but ſuch as prove converts, for if he did 
work ſo powertully inothers, they would have been regenera- 
tedalſo. In a word there isaparticular powerfull work of Geds 
Spirit in his cle only, whereby they all, and onely they arc _ 
regenerate. In others there may be illumination,and ſome wea 

motions to goodnefle 1n their wills, but alwayes in efteuall, 
becauſe they are left to mans will, and God doth not ſo workin 
them, as he doth in his cle. Where God powerfully works; 
there regeneration neceſlarily follows, where he Jothnot, there 
it cannot follow. We willreduce all to fourteen heads,all which 
confirme the former concluſion againſt the power of mans will, 
and demonſtrate Gods powerfull work. The proofe of cach 
is the wordsof the records. Sometimes we ſhall make uſe of 
the title in ſome prayers given to God, becauſe we doubtnot, 
but the wiſdome of the Church inher prayers would give ſach 
titles to God, as were moſt anſwerable to the things in thoſe 
prayers defired of God.
